ST NICHOLAS Hospice is a 
registered charity founded in 1984 
to provide specialist care and 
comfort to terminally-ill patients 
throughout West Suffolk and 
Thetford. 

The hospice is based at Hardwick 
Lane, Bury St Edmunds, on the 
West Suffolk Hospital site and has a 
12-bed in-patient unit with a team 
of doctors and nurses, supported 
by practitioners who provide 
physiotherapy, massage, aroma- 
therapy, reflexology and relaxation 
techniques. 

The hospice also sends Mac- 
millan nurses out into the comm- 
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unity, has many patients visiting 
its day hospice as well as providing 
a range of family support services, 
including the special children’s 
programme called Nicky’s Way. 

The need for the Hospice at Home 
Appeal is based on the strong belief 
at St Nicholas in a patient’s right to 
have the choice to be cared for and 
die at home. 

Research by the National Council 
for Palliative Care shows that 56 
per cent of people would choose to 
die at home, yet statistics show that 
in reality only 26 per cent die at 
home.

Region Public Health Observatory 
for Suffolk in 2004 showed that 5-8 
per cent of people died in a hospice 
and only 17-20 per cent died at 
home — lower than the national 
average.

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Tories kill 
off bid for 


KIND-HEARTED Weekly 
News readers have rushed to 
offer help to a widow waiting 
for financial help after losing 
her husband. 

The plight of Nicola Marsh 
and her two young children 
was featured in the Weekly 
News last week, and 
immediately offers of help 
came flooding in, including 
three people willing to mend 
her collapsed bathroom 
ceiling free of charge. Builder 
Steve Merle started work on 
the ceiling on Tuesday 
morning, just before he had 
to go into hospital for an 
operation. 

Mrs Marsh was devastated 
after losing her husband, 
Stuart on December 6 when 
he collapsed and died at 
work, just after starting a new 
job as a trainee milkman. 

Mr March had not been ill, 
but suddenly suffered a heart 
attack and did not recover. 
Mrs March was told she 
qualified for Income Support 
and Child Tax Credit for 
herself and her sons Adam, 
10, and Jake, one, but is still 
waiting to receive any 
payment. 

To make matters worse, the 
bathroom ceiling at the 
family’s home in Burton End, 
Haverhill, collapsed just after 
Stuart died and she had no 
idea where to find the cash to 
repair it. 

Mrs Marsh said: “It has been 
really good, the phone has 
not stopped ringing. | even 
had someone ring and invited

A LABORATORY technician has 
launched a legal fight for £100,000 
compensation against a hospital. 

Peter Flitton, 43, claims surgery left 
him with permanent nerve damage. 

Mr Flitton has lodged a High Court 
writ against BUPA Hospitals and Dr 
Arvind Arora, claiming he was the 
victim of clinical negligence at the 
BUPA Lea Hospital in Cambridge, now 
known as the Spire Cambridge Lea 
Hospital. 

Mr Flitton, of Shetland Road, Haver- 
hill, said surgery on his knee in Feb- 
ruary 2004 left him in severe pain 
because of a damaged nerve. He alleged 
nursing staff were disparaging and 
unsympathetic. 

Mr Flitton had a long history of 
problems with his knee joints and had 
undergone eight operations. In 2004 he 
underwent surgery to remove his left 
kneecap, and a cricket pad brace was put 
on his leg according to the writ. 

Soon afterwards, he became aware of 
an excruciatingly painful sensation in 
his left foot. 

The pain stopped when the anaesth- 
etist, Dr Aduro, removed the brace, the 
writ said. 

But when nursing staff re-closed the 
brace, he suffered severe pain again, and 
a burning sensation in his left foot, 
which he told nursing staff about. 
Nursing staff contacted Dr Arora who 
told them they could leave the brace 
open, but they did not, the writ said.

Mr Merle, who has only lived 
in Haverhill two years, said he 
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Mr Flitton remained in severe pain 
and became extremely distressed, and 
phoned his partner in desperation at 
lam. Later tests showed he had devel- 
oped nerve palsy after swelling around 
his knee was constrained by the brace, 
compressing the nerve, according to Mr 
Flitton. 


Now Mr Flitton is said to suffer from 
pain syndrome, and needs strong pain- 
killers for his condition. He was unable 
to return to work as a laboratory tech- 
nician. 

Mr Flitton said nursing staff neg- 
ligently attributed his complaints of 
pain to patient hysteria rather than a 
physical cause. He said his life had been 
a nightmare since the surgery. 


He said: “It doesn’t matter who says 
what, at the end of the day I am left with 
a leg that is damaged. I shall be on 
medication for the rest of my life over 
something that should never have 
happened. 


“Thad to be made medically redundant 
by my firm after 19 years because I was 
unable to do the job any more.” 

Neil McCullough, hospital director of 
the Cambridge Lea Hospital, said: “We 
believe the hospital staff acted in his 
best interest at all times during his stay. 

“We have filed a defence in this case, 
denying all liability.”

LABOUR councillors have fail- 
ed in their bid to reduce Haver- 
hill’s Council Tax precept. 

The Labour group on the 
town council raised concerns 
over the proposed increase of 4 
per cent, an average rise of 20p 
a week for band D households, 
for 2008/9 at a special meeting 
on Tuesday night. 

It challenged the increase, 
which it claims is partly a 
result of the cuts to the subsidy 
that Bury St Edmunds Borough 
Council gives to Haverhill. 

Cllr Patrick Hanlon proposed 
the reduction, supported by 
fellow councillors Maureen 
Byrne, Labour group leader, 
Lisa Carr, Ann Samuels and 
Ann Thomas. 

However, the move was def- 
eated, along with a second 
motion by Cllr Byrne for a 
compromise increase of 17p. 

The Conservative majority 
group on the council decided 
the full increase was necessary 
as councillors wanted to put on 
more events in the coming year. 
It was also the last year of 
grant payments from St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council. 

The Labour group had sug- 
gested — as a “one-off’ this year 
— not making a contribution to 
its balances from this year’s 
precept. But Conservative 
councillors said the plan was 
“unwise”, especially as it was 
only two years since an ext- 
ernal auditor suggested that 
the council’s balances needed to 
be increased. 

Cllr Hanlon said: “We believe 
this is too much for the people 
of Haverhill to bear in Council 
Tax increases. For example, 
this year alone the borough 
council has cut nearly £34,000, 
equal to a 4 per cent Council 
Tax increase. 

“We will work with others to 
do our utmost to reduce the 4 
per cent increase, without cutt- 
ing back on the great initiatives 
and events the town council has 
to budget for.”

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Police 
succeed 
in hitting 
crime 
hotspots

POLICE say a campaign to 
clamp down on trouble hotspots 
in towns across West Suffolk 
over the Christmas and New 
Year period was a success — 
although the number of arrests 
for violent crimes increased. 

Problem areas in Haverhill and New- 
market were among those identified, 
and extra officers patrolled between 
December 1 and January 1. Additional 
police mounted on horseback patrolled 
Newmarket High Street on December 1 
and 22. 

Pubs displayed information on 
getting home safely after a night out 
and responsible drinking, and street 
banners funded by the Western Suffolk 
Crime and Disorder Reduction Partner- 
ship were displayed in Haverhill . 

Between November 30 and January 1 
fewer serious violent offences were 
committed in public places in the west 
of the county, with a 9.4 per cent 
reduction year on year. In total, 38 fixed 
penalty notices were issued during the 
campaign, and 113 people have so far 
been charged with a violent offence. 

Superintendent Jon Brighton said: 
“We put extra officers on the street at 
key times and in areas where trouble 
can flare, and this has helped us to 
reduce these types of crime. 

“Whilst violent crime in general rose 
(by 6.5 per cent), this is largely down to 
having more officers in key locations to 
proactively deal with anyone 
committing disorder.”

day attendances rising by 4.4 per 
cent in 2006. 

Figures for the Diocese of St Edmunds- 
bury and Ipswich, show a rise of 800 to 
19,000 in 2006, an increase of around 500 
new adults attending church, and 300 
children. 

The Electoral Roll for the diocese, 
which is a statistic drawn from those 
noted as attending church regularly 
throughout the year, also rose from 24,700 
in 2005 to 25,200 in 2006. 

Suffolk is one of several dioceses 
which buck the national trend on Sunday 
attendance, as the overall provisional 
figures are down one per cent. The 
statistics show that around 1.7 million 
people attend Church of England church 
and cathedral worship each month, 
around 1.2 million attend services each 
week, and just under one million each 
Sunday. 

However, national figures show a jump 
of 7 per cent in those attending all 
Church of England Churches on Christ- 
mas Eve and Christmas Day, meaning 
nearly three million people chose to make 
formal worship part of their celebrations 
in 2006. 

Separately, St Edmundsbury Cathedral 
has released Christmas figures for 2007, 
with attendance for all events and ser- 
vices from Advent Sunday to St Stephen’s 
Day last month up over 600 to 10,759.

Most of the missing money is 
owed by fathers who refuse to 
pay cash to their former wives 
or partners and their children. 

In Cambridge, families are 
waiting for £1,182,000 from 600 
outstanding cases, while lone 
parents in Huntingdon were 
owed £2,647,000 from 900 absent 
fathers. 

The figures revealed there are 
1,100 cases outstanding in both 
North West Cambridgeshire and 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
amounting to £2,901,000 and 
£3,539,000 respectively. 

Absent parents owe their 
families £1,675,000 in South East 
Cambridgeshire and £1,362,000 


Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “This is 
appalling. 

“We are not talking simply 
about the Government failing to 
collect cash but about money 
that should be going to families 
and children where the absent 
father or mother is not paying 
up. 

“The CSA was a good idea 
which has failed to work as it 
should. After 10 years of this 
Labour government promising 
to improve it, these figures show 
nothing has happened. 

“This money is vital to many 
families in my constituency and 
across Cambridgeshire and East 
Anglia.” 

Bedfordshire North East MP 
Alistair Burt, who was respons- 
ible for setting up the CSA as a 
Tory minister, said the Govern- 
ment should have sorted out the 
problems.

Government backs bid to 
stamp out sex trafficking 


CAMPAIGNERS in 
Cambridgeshire 
spearheading the battle 
against sex trafficking 
have won backing from 
the Govemment. 

Chaste — Churches Alert 
To Sex Trafficking Across 
Europe — was set up in 
2003 by Harston cleric Dr 
Carrie Pemberton. 

The charity staged an 
international conference 
in London, at which 
Home Office Minister 
Vernon Coaker vowed 
the Goverment was also 
committed to stamping 
out the “evil” trade. 

Mr Coaker said: “This 
modem-day slavery is an 
evil practice, perpetrated 


for profit with no regard 
for the consequences for 
the victims or society.” 
Mr Coak made a mini- 
sterial visit to Sweden, 
where it is a criminal 
offence to buy sex, and 
said the UK was 
implementing a 62-point 
Trafficking Action Plan. 
He also promised more 
financial support. 

Police in Cambridgeshire 
have taken action to free 
anumber of women held 
in brothels in the county. 
Dr Pemberton, Chaste’s 
chief executive, warned 
that sex trafficking was 
“one of the fastest- 
growing areas of global 
trade, amassing hund- 


reds of thousands of 
pounds”. 

She said: “We have to 
pay attention to the 
demand which is driving 
the engine of this abuse. 
“With a standard fine or 
maximum imprisonment 
of six months, hundreds 
of men in Sweden have 
been prosecuted to date 
and, more importantly, 
attitudes have been 
significantly altered. 
“We need to take steps 
now in Britain, in our 
culture, legislation, 
education and media, to 
inform one another of the 
real human costs of 
purchasing people for 
sex.”

still being killed in road crashes 
because they do not wear a 
seatbelt. 

Well over 50,000 lives have been saved 
by seatbelts since 1983. But Kevin 
Clinton, head of road safety at the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, said: “It is shocking that a 
stubborn minority of people still do not 
belt up when they get into a vehicle. 
Research shows that about a third of 
car occupants receiving fatal injuries 
are not wearing seatbelts.

“We need to understand why they’re 
not getting the message and to ensure 
there are regular targeted campaigns 
so that deaths and injuries continue to 
reduce.

SWIMMING 
Bircher Is 
given real 


Beijing bid 
ALAN Bircher has secured his place at the 
fifth FINA World Open Water 
Championships in May. 

The Haverhill-based swimmer earned his 
spot for the Seville event after finishing 
second at the South African Open 

Water Championships. 

David Davies, the Olympic and world 
1,500m freestyle bronze medallist, won 
the 10km event in Cape Town in 1hr 53m 
58sec. Bircher took the silver medal in a 
time of 1:55.06, with Richard Charlesworth 
completing a British one-two-three. 

British head coach to open water 
swimming Sean Kelly said: “David Davies 
put in a phenomenal performance in his 
first 10km race, and to finish ahead of the 
rest of the field in the way he did was a 
great achievement. Alan Bircher is 
Britain’s most experienced open water 
swimmer and put in yet another fine 
performance to secure his place 

in Seville also.” 

The event marked the first step on the 
road to the Beijing Olympics for 
open-water specialist Bircher, as the 
World Open Water Championships double 
as the qualifying competition for China. 
But pool swimmer Davies’ win may be a 
sign for University of Bath swimmer 
Bircher, as, in the sport’s Olympics debut, 
the rowing lake venue has sides, a bottom 
and is even chlorinated. 

“Open water swimming is one of the most 
developing sports in the world at the 
moment, and Britain’s progress in the 
event is fantastic and very exciting to be 
part of,” said Davies. 

“The quality of the field in Seville will be 
very strong so it will not be easy to qualify, 
but should | make the grade, the 
possibility of competing in the 10km at the 
Beijing Olympics will be high.” 
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
